1. Alvany. The Rev, Cyril Elliott has been in charge there 
for the last four years, I believe that ho is a very faithful, and 
competent teacher, who is willing to teach both morning and afternoon, 
He was away for nearly three months last fall, in Ireland, and ret irned 
on Jan lst, His work was carriod on by John Wesley, who is a competent 
teacher for the junior classes, He is the son of a clorgyman. 



























2. East Mains The to.cher there is our missionary, the Rev, 
George Nodilson, MeAs, a graduate of the University of Nova Scotia, I 
understand that he is very satisfactory. 
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3. Old Factory River, The teacher now is tho Rev, Samuel Isor oft, 
an old fashioned Scottish Indian, who has the reputation with the 
inspectors of being the best Indian tvoacher on James Bay. You will 
remember that the Rove Redfern Louttit was in charge of this mission for 
several years, I will refor to him «gain at Lansdowme House, 
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4. Rupert’s House, is in some respects the mst impertant Indian 
settlement on James Bay, The Rev, Alvert Williams and his wife have beon 
there for nearly three years, He is a veveran of the first war, His wife 
is a competent nurse, but I do not think that he is happy in his present 
post. I intend to move him as soon as possible in the spring and bring 
him out to civilisation, I have made inquiries avout your statement that 
there are no records since July, I know he was away for six weoks but I

I particulurily wanted to send Mr. Louttit tiere because this place 
is growing and will be the center of that whole district, Unfortunately 
Mr, Louttit arrived late last fall. Mrs Jelyea, a university student 
from New Brunswick, who hae taught foe us for the last four years had

was the fact that he had a serious accident to his hand and almost lost 
his thumb while chopping wood, He is now all right but the Indiunz 

@id not know that he was coming and therefore sevoral families who were 
to be left there for the winter, want off to the bush, 
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Z just wanted to roport to you that Mr. Louttit, who is a

throughout the whole district and I have just hoard that ho is moving for 
the wintor to Fort Hope, where he is teaching s#hool every day, If we

Gentlemen: 


Once again, it is time to start planning for the employment of 
university students at the end of the academic year. Although many veteran 
students have already graduated there will still be exceptionally large classes, 
due to the presence of veterans, in 1950 and 1951. It is obviously important that 
employment be found for them - permanent for graduates and temporary for under- 


eraduates. 


It may seem rather early to introduce this subject but dealing with 
the problem involves several months’ work and an immediate start is therefore 
imperative. The full resources of this Department and the National mnployment 
Service will be used to assist in filling your requirements and in finding positions 
for stwients seeking them. However, your assistance is vital; without it the 
problem could not be solved. It would be greatly appreciated therefore if you 
would list your estimated requirements on the enclosed form and return it to the 
address given at the top of the form. It is requested that, in listing require- 
ments you supply as full information as possible on such items as remuneration, 
types of training, whether you will consider applicants from all universities or 
On some more restricted basis, etc. Complete information will greatly assist in 
efficient selection of applicants. 


Even at this early date you will no doubt be able to give a fairly 
close estimate of the 1950 graduates you will require. It is realized that at 
this time it may be more difficult to judge exact requirments for summer employees. 
However, it will be most helpful if you will list known openings now and indivate 
a date when further information will be available. Officers of the National 
Employment Service will then get in touch with you at the time indicated. 


Should you make a practice of visiting universities to make your own 
selection of students, this letter will serve as a reminder that it is time to 
consider your planning on student employment. It is also a request that employers 
who make a direct approach will nevertheless furnish the National Bnployment Service 
with information as to how many students will be engaged so that the general picture 
of available openings will be known. Lastly, it is to advise you of assistance 
available from the National Buployment Service in such matters as arranging inter- 
views on the campus, etc. At the Prairie universities, full time N.E.S. offices 
operate on the campuses throughout the academic year. At other universities, N.3.S. 
liaison officers work in co-operation with university staffs. 


When you avail yourself of this service, it would greatly increase the 
efficiency of the whole scheme if, when positions are filled, you would immediately 
notify the N.E.S. local office in your city. When this is done, all offices will 
be notified and be governed accordingly. 


Your co-operation in thie matter will be of great assistance and will be 
appreciated by the students themselves and the university authorities, as well as 
the government organizations concerned.

The course is available in inglish and the 
subject matter is to be translated into ‘rench so that during sub- 
sequent enrolments it will be available in boti languages. 


To facilitate the setting up of records and controls 
and to give each department an opportunity of offering the course 
te its senior supervisors before junior personnel are enrolled, 
it appears desirable to enrol candidates on a quota basis rather 
than to advertise the course by means of posters.

There are 750 such schools in Nova Scotia, 703 in 
Saskatchewan, 609 in New Brunswick, 603 in Manitoba and 
even 300 in bntario. I, therefore, feel that our day 
schools have little to be criticized in this regard,

our service. Tf they are too old to teech white 
schools they are certainly too old to te.eh Indian 
schools, It is time for us to start weeding out 
our presently employed aged teachers and to rofuse 
to accept any nore of them, In this connection 
I refer particular'y to such cases as the case of 
Mrs. BeG,. Eugenie Tiomas, referred to in Departe 
ment letter of Maroh 17th, 1950, Tile lel-1x (8), 
who 4s applying for a texsching posttton, ond such 
teachers as Miss Moore, Vrs. Stewart, ir. Donaghy, 
Mrs, Burbridge, Vr. Cavanaugh, Mr. Curdner, Yre 
Monaghan, and Wr, Iiek, to mention some of theme 
ve need teachers with their careers in front of 
then, rather than behind them, This fact is 
especially enphasized ot this time because of 
the fact that our teachers, if yung and well 
qualified, can become yotesnset ivil Servants, 
making a career of their work, and having a 
substantial superannuation at the end, There is 
also the other inportant factor which must be 
considered, and that is the fact that most of 
these teachers who have retired from Provincial 
schools have done so because they were too old 
to want to, or be able to, comply with new and 
improved teaching methods, ba come to our 
service hoping that we are so old fashioned 
that we won't ask them to change their nethods, 
If there is any one thing needed more than any 
other thing in our Indian education, it is a 
willingness to continually change for the better. 
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It 1s very difficult for elderly people to 
change, at lesst they do not, whether we 
hope they will, or not.”

It 4s very difficult for the Department to 
decide in each of these eicht cases as some of the 
teachers say be doing good work in the classroom 
but not impressing the Indian Superintendents in 
other wayse Naturally, our Indian Superintondents 
are not professional educators and are not cualified 
to report upon the teaching efficleney of tiese 
various teschers. This places me in a difficult 
predicament in that we have only nonecommittal 
trovineial Sehool Inu,cetors' reports on wost of these 
teuchers. I need a trank report from one of my own 
Sehool Inspectors so that a proper decision can be 
reached on the proposed replacerent of coch of these 
elght teachers, 


We are now employing 478 teachers in this 
Division, and with no adequate supervision systen, 
it 1s becoming increasingly dirficult to maintain 
the papa J of our e cational system, The need 
for these Regional Inspectors 1s so apparent that 
even the Civil Service Commission Investigator has 
recommended the establishment of such positions.

Regarding changes in the curricultm in history and science: 


While I think that physical education (within specified limits) and 
personal hygiene should be given great attention, I do not think that 
history and sckence should be tdouched on but lightly. I think that these 
subjects should be given their proper place on the Programme irrespective 
as to whether the pupils are going on to high school or not. 

My experience in teaching those subjects has proved to me that 
Indian children (as well as others) show keen interest in them and I think 


them most useful to any child. 
It seems to me that without at least a fair knowledge of history

one has but a meagre idea of the political and social life of the world 
and its people. This I believe every child should have. 
The course in science as outlined in the curriculum is, I think, 
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not only necessary for those going on to high school since it takes in

Last year I followed the course in Science outlined by you and always 
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had their keenest attention. It was no trouble for them to learn about the

etce I can't see why they shouldn't learn this. 
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Now regarding personal hygiene and physical training, I found I could 
ohly go a certain distance in teaching personal hygiene and then they resent 
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ite I tried to teach those topics on the health course such as foods, clothing, 





bacteria, means of controlling comuunicable disease, cleanliness, etce The 






Yesult should be the same as with white people--it should affect the way they 






live. 







I can go to the end of my rope in teaching Personal Hygiene and 
Physical Training along with following the course in Sockal Studies and Science.

“COMMENTS BY TEACHER # 5 


I ry mich interested in the resolution submitted to our recent convention bya 
teacher Indian school. after a period of eleven and one-half months in an Indian 
yo - somewhat longer in various ‘white’ schools, I should like to submit the follow. 

n comments: 


(1) I believe we are not justified in (mentally or otherwise) segregating the Indian 
children or in comparing them adversely with (so-called) ‘white’ children. I believe their 
situation parallels that of most under-privileged ‘whites.' It is true that social workers 
often find training in ‘personal hygiene’ advisable and necessary for under-privileged groups, 
but they have also found that with improved self-respect and a higher standard of living 
habits of personal cleanliness and physical-well-being have usually improved proportionately. 
As some wit has tersely warned us, we should be careful not to ‘put the cart before the horse.' 

The English difficulty, common to all non-Anglo-Saxon children in Canada, requires that 
English Practice be given a proportionably large place on the time-table, but much of this can 
also be learned incidentally through suitably chosen games and more careful supervision and 
help in oral and written work in the other academic subjects. With these two exceptions, I 
believe no distinction should be made between ‘Indian’ and 'white' schools as suche 


(2) If any change in curriculum is advisable for Indian children who are not expected 
to continue their education after Grade VIII, the same should also apply to ‘white’ children 
in this category both in rural and in urban schools. 

A more ‘utiditarian' course, including a larger proportion of less-academic su¥jects 
such as Household Training and Manual Training certainly has proved a boon, I believe to such 
students who have had the opportunity for this type of training. In this way they have been 
able to 'make good' and in some line in which they have ability. Such results are noticeable 
in special schools, such as Boulton Avenue School for Girls and Edith L. Groves School (and the 
corresponding Boys' School) in Toronto, and should also be seen in the Indian residential 
schools if they were open to all who wished or needed this type of training, and not just a 
homes I believe the resolution might well encourage more schools of this type (for both 
Indian and ‘white' indiscriminately) with the removal of the ‘low mentality’ and ‘broken home’ 
stigmas respectively. 


(3) Many Indian and other rural (and Urban) children who at present cannot attend High 
School are prevented not so much by lack of academic ability or interest as by lack of 
financial means to pay for board and/or transportation. 

a) The formation of High School districts should solve their transportation problems. 

b) The provision of may more adequate scholarships and grants, and also library and 
other bursaries, should be encouraged to aid those who require financial assistance. (From my 
personal observation of the operation of scholarship and bursary systems at the University of 
Toronto, I am convinced that the same principles could profitably and should be extended to 
the Secondary schools. ) 

With such improvements within sight, and the prombsed renewal of grants to Indian 
children continuing to High School, Indian teachers should encourage more of their children 
to continue their education, and therefore will need to intensify rather than minimize their 
teaching of some academic subjects (particularly those that present language difficulties), so 
that those who graduate to High School will be academcally prepared to progress normally in 
the higher grades. 

It may be that we as Public School teachers in this ‘era of expansion' will need to be 
better informed about the present trends in Secondary School Education, including the types of 
courses open to students, and the background of knowledge n ary for eache 

In conclusion, I should like to repeat that I heartily agree that any course of study 
(in elementary school especially) should admit of some adjustment (as our Ontario Programe 
does) to the needs of the individual pupil; but I also believe that with increased transport- 
ation facilities and financial assistance more of our pupils will be encouraged to continue 
their education after Grade VIII, in some line in which they are interested. Also I should 
like to ei size my conviction that the same principles should apply to 'Indian' schools and 

‘white' ools indiscriminatley." 
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‘a "Comments by Teacher # 4 
With respect to your letter re reolution: 


I have checked the course of study in Natural Science and I find that at different 
times I have used about 75% of the topics listed. Grades 1-2-3 get very little outside 
offamiliar objects and tracing and colouring drawings of nature. Grades 4-5-6 seem to 
absorb about 50% of these lessons, possibly most of the work for Grades 1-2-3 respnses 


are very poore 


I have taken lessons using magnets, bells, coffee perk--anything to srouse interest. 
They liked these mechanical lessons finee They know what most tools are for and how to 
use them One lad took his bicycle apart and everyone helped, this was enjoyed by all. 
Many parts of this course must be omitted but I think my children like and enjoy most 
of these lessons. 


As for Social Studies, Grades 1-2-3. It is impossible and useless in my school to 
lessons on this subject as the children cannot understand. I use pictures of peoples of 
other lands. If they get anything from it, they only know. (The Indian people in my sec- 
tion don't bother to talk to their children about school or anything else. ) 


Grades 4-5-6 taken mostly together do not take to history stories and I have had no 
luck in teaching them It like publing teeth to get answere. 


The greatest drawback is the fact that the parents won't put themselves out to talk 
in Englishe There is no discussion of school work at home with the parents. 
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The children do not get away from hone often enough to get an interest in outside 
affairse One family speaks English at home anf are about 75% brighter than the others but 
go past their simple understanding and the Indian nature shows up--result no answer. 
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I think that unless the Indian child comes from a home where English is spoken and they 
wish to continue school, this part of Social Studies should be removed. 
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We all take a certain amount of ph sical drill or games. The children would rather do 
this than think or write. 


I think we can do much to aid in presonal hygiene but the fundanentals must be taught 
by the parents at homee If this is not done, what chance have we? 


You can see that there is no privacy or woral uplift in a one or two-roomed house where 
animal insticts take their coursee Marriage laws do not hold out here and the Indians 
trade unions or just go and live with someone else. 


The only remedy for Indian children of this reserve to get an education and amount to 
something would be to adopt them into a home at about 6 months old so that they would have 


no contact with home until their education was complete."

Through this portion of Western Ontario, and 
throughout Manitoba, there is a definite shortage of rural 
teachers, and it is increasingly difficult to secure teachers 
for remote areas. 


Qur missionary at tar Trout Lake informed me a week 
or so ago that the Indians at that centre and also at indigo 
Lake have asked him to appeal to me for teaekew schools and 
teachers. There are also other bands, such as Cat Lake, and 

also Duc Lake, 175 miles north-west of Churchill where we should 
have schools. It is our hope that a Residential school will be 
provided near the Hudson Bay Reilway as promised in 1939. Ye coul 
I am sure fill two such schools with children who at present have 


no facilities for education.

IGHTY Manitoba schools were unable 
E to open their doors this week for 
the fall term. The reason was that no 
teachers were available to conduct classes. 
In addition, 20 teachers were still needed 
to fill out vacancies in secondary schools, 
These gaps remained to be filled in spite 
of the fact that 540 permits had been 
issued. to persons not fully qualified to 
teach, and another 60 permits were in the 
process of being issued. 

In all probability 700 permit teachers 
will preside over Manitoba schools and 
classrooms before the educational system 
is in normal operation for the 1947-48 
term. 

While this situation is far from satis- 
factory it is an improvement on last year, 
when approximately 800 permits were 
issued. It is also an improvement on 
Saskatchewan where, according to re- 
ports, 300 schools failed to open because 
of a shortage of teachers. 

Even though there is some improve- 
ment, however, it is clear that the day 
when Manitoba schools can get along 
without the help of those willing and 
daring enough to teach on permits is a 
long way off. The provincial Normal 
School enrollment is substantially below 
what the institution can accommodate. 
The Normal School can provide facilities 
for 500—yet so far this year only 360 
have registered for courses. The number 
of teachers required for all classrooms in 
the province is about 4,350. 

The factors which brought the short- 
age of teachers .about are well known. 
Low salaries, lack of prestige in the com-

munity, insecurity of tenure, inadequate 
prospects for orderly advancement and 
unwarranted interference with individual 
privacy by some school boards are re- 
sponsible for the plight of Manitoba 
schools today. 

During the past few years salaries paid 
teachers generally have increased. It is 
true that certain rural areas still offer 
teachers financial rewards for their 
efforts which can only be described as 
discouraging. By and large, however, the 
salary situation is improving. 

Similar progress has not been made in 
removing the other grievances which 
moved thousands of able young persons 
out of the profession in droves wher. the 
opportunity presented itself. The best 
hope of effectively removing these griev- 
ances seems to lie in wider adoption of 
the larger unit of school administration. 
Within the larger unit prospects of ad- 
vancement are assured, as are adequate 
salaries. There is less possibility of un- 
warranted interference with the private 
life of the teachers in the larger area. 
The financial strength of the large area 
offers more chance of security of tenure. 
As the result’ the position of the teacher 
in such a district carries with it a more 
satisfying place in the community. 

It may as well be recognised once 
and for all that the day when the teacher 
was something ‘of a family retainer who 
was expected to be content with small 
pay and a great sense of “mission” is 
gone. The community's contribution to 
education will have to be greater from 

now on.

Your letter of December 3rd arrived shortly 
after a telegram had been received from Doctor Mulvihill our 
Acting Indian Agent at Fort Kesolution. 


He advised me that because of your physical 
condition and because of the fact that there was only one White 
woman in the settlement of Fort Rae, Northwest Territories he 
could not recommend your brother and yourself being sent in as 
teachers to this place. Added to these facts was potas that 
og twelve Indian children were left in the settlement this year. 
By far the largest number of the Indians have left for the trapping 
grounds and 1 not be back until late Syvdnes Therefore, we 
would only require one teacher at this point. 


However, we are trying to negotiate a transfer in 
Ontario at Manitoulin Island. There one of the teachers of a twoe 
room school has Pe resigned. If we can move the remaining teacher 
elsewhere we will then have a vacancy for your brother and yourself 
to take charge of this twoeroom school. 


In conclusion may I assure you that we will do 
everything possible to place your brother and yourself in suitable 
ions. I bag yp that we had heard from you during the summer 
holidays when we had several positions which would have suited you.

ment for the nursing position in Coppermine. When Dr. Harvey was in 
Tuk, he told me that Coppermine station might be vacant this summer 
and since I want to work among the Eskimos ( in a station) he suggested 
that I write to you. 


In the fall of 19471 made application to Dr. Moore 
for the nursing station at Norman but by the time the delayed reply 
came I was employed by Dr. G. D. O'Brien as his office nurse and secretary. 
Lest March I came here as an emergency murse and was in complete charge 
till November when another Sister came back, Since then I have one floor 
and the laboratory and x-ray departments. 


I returned from Tuk emergency station February 23rd. The 
people asked me to stay with them till after breakup if not longer but 
I couldn't as Miss Robinson has the authority to dispense the drugs. I 
did feel very badly leaving them after taking only a few days to gain 
their confidence. Miss Robinson would like a nurse theretoo because I 
think she feels that the patients go to Father Franche to have the drugs 
she gives them checked and they do too, I guess because he has been with 
them for so long. 
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I don't know whom to discuss the following with so am 
shoosing you. I met you and talked with you for only a few minutes but 
feel that you will tel] me outright your opinions. I understand Miss 
Robinson fis leaving and I was wondering, since it is a Government school, 
if I might teach the grades as well as doing the nursing. I am not a 
teacher but feel that I could do it well with the correspondence course 
and applying it to the Eskimo children. If you think this suggestion 
advisable to whom should I write. The people are really wonderful and I 
would stay for a three straight year period. 
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Would you please help me to get nursing among the Eskimos 
on the coast. I have tried to gain all the experience I could to apply it 
to a place such as Tuk or Coppermine. I love the rough outdoor life with 
them, and making slow progreess at learning their language. My qualifications
